Our State Department did Induce the Anglo-Persian Oil Company, 
which Is controlled by the British government, to grant several 
American companies production rights in Mesopotamia. But in 
many other ricti regions our producers have been told in no uncer­ 
tain terms to get out and stay out. Now, however, the Standard 
companies seem to have won an advantage In Russia, which in­ 
dicates that when the Soviet Is ready to grunt concessions in Baku 
and other fields, the American companies will be favored. The in­ 
dications are that the American group is planning to carry Its war 
with the Royal Dutch-Shell into the European theatre on a more 
or less extensive scale. In their Russidn negotiations they have 
been advised by Charles Evans Hughes.

We see little justification for Deterding's public attack against 
the American companies lor embraclntf-these new-found advantages 
In Russia. He declares that the contracts are contrary to "general 

, trade honesty," basing the charge on the existence of a compact 
for the boycott of Russian oil between the Royal Dutch-Shell 
Interests and other groups, Including the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey. Evidently the Standard of New Yo:k and the Vac­ 
uum do not feel obligated to a|jjde by an agreement entered Into 
by the Standard of New Jersey. They evidently will insist on their 
separate corporate Identities in order to capitalize the Russian op­ 
portunity.

Deterding's companies themselves broke the Russian boycott 
agreement In 1923 and Deterding publicly excused the action, with 
the astonishing statement that he was forced into It by the British 
(iovernment, which wanted no fly in the ointment on the renewed 
trade relations with the then recognized Soviet. Now that those 
relations have been sundered and Moscow's anger at everything 
British has dealt the American companies a high trump, there Is 
no rule in the book of oil warfare, as it has been waged for thirty 
years to ^dictate that this card should not be played.

rFHBSE arc the days when evei-y dawb is significant as an annl- 

versary to veterans of the A. E. K. Nine years ago American 
divisions were driving the Germans northward out of the Chateau 
Thierry bulge and back across the Vesle. On July 18, 1918, two 
American divisions, the First and Second, operating with a French 
unit of black Colonials, slashed a deep dent in the German line 
south of Soissons in a terrific battle that marked the turning point 
of the war. From that date forward the enumy flung no more of­ 
fensives at the Allied front. I

From now until the middle of November every day will brine 
back to American veterans vivid memories of St. Mihlel, the 
Ourcci, the Vesle, and the bitter struggle through the rain-soaked 
tangles of the Ailgonne. These memories have more significance 
this year than usual, for b^i September thousands of American 
veterans will return to France for the American Legion convention. 
We hope that from this gathering of old comrades in arms a new 
understanding will arise, that French and American veterans will 
recall the generous spirit of the war. the quick sympathy and en­ 
thusiasm with which in those days we were greeted, the respect 
and admiration we felt for the glorious army of France and the 
unbreakable spirit of the French people, that all the pin pricks. 
all the lost illusions, all the dreary post-war cynicism will fade 
before the fresh reminders that once we fought side by side In a 
good cause, that we were proved together in the crucible of war.

For years opinion in t 
where the peril of flood is seldom forgotten, 
vided as to the most effective methods of < 
of the, great river. One school has insisted 
other has contended that levees should be discarded and a syste 
of spillways or by-passes installed. The Hoover recommendations 
incorporate the merits of both systems into a proposal for higher 
and wider levees, extension of dikes along some of the Mississip­ 
pi's most turbulent tributaries, levee safety valves, In the form of 
spillways, and "the possible erection of emergency flood basins."

Since the rampage of the Father of Waters this year aroused 
the whole country, the possibility of a prolonged fight in Congress 
over technical details of flood control has loomed as an obstacle 
to speedy legislation. By welding the best jjoints of all programs 
into one plan, unquestionably sound in theory and application, the 
Secretary of Commerce has supplied a common meeting ground 
for flood control experts, expedited the work of Congress, and added 
one more achievement to his long career of excellent public service.

AGONIES suffered by contestants in Marathon swimming races 
•"• arc the most eloquent arguments we know for discontinuing 
this barbarous sort of competition. It is unfortunate that so small 
u proportion of the public which views these agonizing swims 
from the sidelines is not afforded a glimpse behind the scenes. 
The hospital ship which accompanied the Wrigley publicity-mak­ 
ing Catalina Island race provided a spectacle which would have 
a/oused pity in a Cossack. Men and women writhed in agony on 
the deck, chilled to the marrow, their bodies wracked by cramps. 
It was necessary in some cases to bind the jaws of swimmers lift­ 
ed from the water so that their Incessant chattering would not 
break their teeth. The picture on that deck was so terrible that 
Wrisrlcy swore he would never again sponsor a long aquatic race. 
Despite all this the Lake George event attracted 125 entrants. 
After witnessing the Catalina horror we knew something of what 
the words conveyed when news of this latest water Marathon re- 
aited that several swimmers were lifted from the lake unconscious. 
"" Of course nobody Is compelled to enter such event*. At the 
same time there is no adequate medical scrutiny of contestants 
before the race to establish whether entrants are physically able 
to withstand the long ordeal; all too many unfit starters stroke 
out to unknown tortures. It Is just as cruel to lure such innocents 
to agony by dangling gold before their noses so that the purposes 
of publicity may be served as it would be to allow untrained pugi­ 
lists to enter the ring and pound each other to a pulp.
